Since our owu venture 
had failed dismally, I felt that ft was 
my duty, as insurance-coiimilsaioner, 
to brin.g to the attention of the legis- 
lature the fact that another plan of 
state hail insurance hnd, at its incep- 
tion, given satisfaction and promise 
of success. 


Farmers Pay Own Losses. 


"In my current report t again refer-

Any litigation which may arise in

Its 


way into the supreme court. When it 
does, carrying out the contention ot 
both the retiring members and the 
lustlces-elect, there is not a single 
duly-elected member of that bench, 
present or prospective, who will be 
qualified to hear the case. 
Everyone is Affected. 


The old question which the justices- 


elect announce they will briqil>up Is 
the one just settled by the proltgional 
court, attacked from another anfele. In 
the settlement of this question every 
present member of the supreme bench 
Including Judges' Bruce and Christian- 
son, is concerned. For, while Bruce 
and Christiansen hold 'over, two and 
four years from 
now, respectively. 


they will face the possibility of losing 
one month's salary, if the contention 
of the" justices-elect should be upheld 
by any future tribunal.
